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A Very Delicate Situation 


A recent observation that Sen. Barry Cold­ 
water, the Arizona Republican, would have 
to step lively to keep his party’s reactionaries 
from capturing him alive might well have 
been broadened to include the problems 
of other potential Republican presidential 
candidates. 
All of them want to avoid being captured 
alive before they are ready to give up their 
freedom. 
Gov. George Romney of Michigan and Gov. 
William S. Scranton of Pennsylvania want 
to retain their freedom of motion and judg­ 
ment until they have had a chance to make 
administrative records for themselves. 
Even New York Gov. Rockefeller, who has 
seemed to be most willing to let himself 
be captured, needs to be careful whose pit­ 
fall he lands in. With him as with all the 
rest it is a very delicate situation. 


THE FACT will be mentioned as little as 
possible, but it is a fact — that the next 
Republican candidate, whoever ho is, will 
be running against long odds. 
The two-term limit on the presidency has 
not been in effect long enough to be tested 
thoroughly, but its effect promises to make 
the maximum become the minimum. All pres­ 
idents have been potential favorites to suc­ 
ceed themselves as soon as they were elect­ 
ed. But under the two-term limit the odds 
in their favor to serve two terms are even 
more favorable. 
President Kennedy must be regarded as 
beatable in 1964. Otherwise, the next presi­ 
dential election would be handed to the 
Democratic party by default. 
Every Republican who might get the par­ 
ty’s nomination must say that President Ken­ 
nedy is beatable. Every party spokesman 
must make the rafters ring with hearty as­ 
surances that President Kennedy is beatable, 
the same as Democrats promised to beat 
Dwight Eisenhower with Adlai E. .Stevenson 
in 1956 and Republicans promised to beat 
Franklin D. Roosevelt 20 years before with 
Alfred M. Landen. 


WHEN IT WAS over, no one knew better 
than Gov. Stevenson and Gov. Landon why 
they never had a chance. They had done 
their duty in a hopeless cause. They were 
honored for their effort. 
If Republican hopefuls seem to be match­ 


ing footwork to see who can stay out of the 
way the longest this coining year, the im­ 
pression will not be without good reason. 
Ibis is precisely what they will be doing. 


No one wants to be captured until the 
time comes to exchange freedom for oppor­ 
tunity and no one wants to be roped in by 
the wrong crowd.

All In The Same Family 


It is impossible for people in the northern 
tier of states adjacent to Canada to believe 
there ever could be dissoluble differences 
between the United States and Canada. 


They never have clearly understood the 
source of the edginess that reportedly has 
crept into Canadian feeling toward the Unit­ 
ed States. It is easy to understand why 
some Canadians wonder if U.S. influence may 
not be overdone in Canada. But it is hard 
to believe the Canadian people as a whole 
feel like turning against U.S. influence mere­ 
ly as a protest against too much of it.

For elderly Americans who do not need to 
be taken care of in hospitals and nursing 
homes there should lie a system of ‘ Ivahv- 
sittuig.” to relieve families of tensions that 
build up when they have no .surcease from 
responsibility. 
It’s a curious thing when you think aland 
it that baby-sitting is commonplace and even 
family jx'ts have sitters, but hiring sitters to 
watch the elderly while the family has an 
evening out is a novel idea. 
Tins is not a m atter of money, either, lie 
cause even families that cixiid afford t h e 
money might feel uncomfortable about leav­ 
ing an elderly person in the care of a "sit­ 
ter.” 
The reason is not difficult to figure out It's 
because no personal complications are likely 
to arise between a baby and its sitter. Im! 
complicated personality clashes could grow 
out of the relationship IxXween elderly per­ 
sons and their sitters. 
Yet, it is conceivable that if Dr Branch 
went to work hard enough on his idea of sit­ 
ters for the old as well as the young these 
problems could be avoided. 
It would lie a m atter of pairing up suitable 
personalities. In other words, it would be a 
m atter of finding a congenial outsider to 
come into a family for occasional compan­ 
ionship with an elderly member of the 
household.

A good many items in the pub­ 
lished speculation about Richard 
Nixon’s decision to move to New 
York are vain imaginings. This 
is not unusual. 
Since politics is a business of 
seeming, not being, the state­ 
ments ct people in public life 
leave much to the imagination 
Newspaper 
people, 
even 
the 
most conscientious, must use spec­ 
ulation when knowledge fails. 


In this case, a bit of common 
sense together with very authen­ 
tic information provides the fol­ 
lowing quite simple explanation 
for Nixon’s decision: 
Ever since the election in 1960, 
Nixon has been weighing many al­ 
ternatives. His first decision was 
to remove himself from conten­ 
tion for another presidential nom­ 
ination in 1964 Certainly he did 
not entertain at that time or for 
months later any desire to run 
for governor of California. 
When the plausibility of running 
fir the governorship came up. 
Nixon’s 
advisors 
were divided 
into two classes. 
One group said he should keep 
his name before the country as a 
possibility for another presiden­ 
tial nomination. 


THEY SAID that as a private 
citizen his image would fade and 
his influence deteriorate. T h e y 
said. further, that only a man like 
Stevenson, who had a eiavsider- 
able personal fortune, cixiid keep 
his 
name 
before 
the 
country 
while in private life. 
Nixon, unlike most of the major 
political figures in our time, had 
no personal fortune and was com­ 
pelled to earn a living for his 
family. 
Other friends advised him not 
to run for governor 
They argued that while practic­ 
ing law he would still be able to 
keep his name before the country 
by occasional important addresses 
im national and international af­ 
fairs 
Further, they argued if he ran 
for the governorship he would lie 
compelled to talk only about state 
affairs and because of his long 
absence 
from 
California 
such 
matters were quite unfamiliar to 
him. 
In 
fact, 
he 
was 
essentially 
equipped by experience and con­ 
tacts to voice opinions on the na­ 
tional level. 
It also w-as clear that even if 
he were elected governor he would 
he immersed in difficult 
state 
problems and would lie confront-

ed in Sacramento by a hostile 
legislature. 
In short, he would be just anoth­ 
er governor struggling with the 
problems of welfare, education, 
institutional care, highways, and 
law enforcement. 


IF HE LOST the governorship, 
the blow to his prestige and in­ 
fluence would be almost fatal. 
But fir many reasons, which 
were quite worthy, he yielded to 
the first group of advisers. He 
ran in a hard primary and a still 
more onerous election campaign 
anti lost. 
After this second defeat, the 
people who advised him to run for 
governor urged him not to leave 
California. They urged this with 
all sorts of reasons — mostly 
quite unrealistic, considering the 
state of political affairs in Cali­ 
fornia. This time, Nixon did not 
follow their advice. 
Those who had advised him not 
to run for governor advised him 
to move to New York. They point­ 
ed ixit that because of the state 
of the Republican party in Cali­ 
fornia he could do little to make 
it effective. They said also that 
for a long time his time would be 
wasted in hearing post-mortems 
about what happened in 1962. 
Nixon has had to consider cer­ 
tain factors which were decisive. 
There w as his position as a public 
figure, which involves something 
more than holding or aspiring to 
public office. 


Rather, It is the responsibility 
of an individual who is well 
known and has wide influence to 
comment effectively on public af­ 
fairs. 


FOR MEETING this responsi­ 
bility, New York has unique ad­ 
vantages. It is the major center 
of communications in the world. 
It is a center of publishing, of 
finance, and of large corporate 
management. It is also a gateway 
to the world abroad. 
It is not a restful place to live 
but it is enormously stimulat­ 
ing. Such stimulation means a 
great deal to anyone who partici­ 
pates in public life. 
Since Nixon must earn his liv­ 
ing by the law, he would find his 
talents in demand by a law firm 
which has large national and in­ 
ternational connections. The le­ 
gal 
association 
which 
he has 
made will enable him to provide 
for his family educational and cul­ 
tural opportunities equal to those 
of California. 
Finally, in the great complex 
of this metropolitan area one can 
be interested m politics without 
getting entangled with local and 
state organizational problems. 
For these reasons, Nixon seems 
to have made his decision. And 
in doing so, he may well be writ­ 
ten off in speculations about any 
personal 
ambitions 
for 
some 
years to come. His word on this 
ought to be accepted as sincere 
and final. 


WASHINGTON 
The racial disorders in Birm­ 
ingham are only the latest evi­ 
dence of Negroes’ rapidly grow­ 
ing willingness to act by them­ 
selves against discrimination. 
Their actions now—in massive 
demonstrations, sit-ins, and most 
recently in riots in the Alabama 
city — have been building up as 
they got tired waiting for equal 
treatment. 
They’ve been waiting, except 
for a brief time in Reconstruc­ 
tion days, for 175 years. 
But it has been possible for 
them to make these forceful de­ 
mands only in the past nine years 
because, until then, even the Su­ 
preme Court said it was all right 
to segregate them. 
It was nine years ago this week 
—on May 17, 1954-that the Su­ 
preme Court outlawed segregation 
in public schools and opened the 
door to banning segregation in all 
public places. 
A brief time-table of major 
events in American history shows 
how long the Negroes have been 
waiting. 
TTie Constitution — ratified on 
June 21, 1788—permitted slavery 
without mentioning it by name 
and even permitted the import of 
slaves until 1808. 
On March 6, 1857, the Supreme 
Court—in the case of a runaway 
slave, Dred Scott — ruled that 
neither slaves nor their descend­ 
ants are citizens and so are not 
entitled to the benefits and pro­ 
tections of citizens. 
That decision enlarged slavery 
and helped bring on the Civil 
War. 
In the middle of the war—on 
Jan. I, 1863—President Lincoln 
issued his Emancipation Procla­ 
mation freeing the slaves. On 
Dec. 
18, 
1865, 
after Lincoln’s 
death, 
the 
Constitution’s 
13th 
Amendment abolished slavery. 
Then, three years later, on July 
28, 1868. the 14th Amendment de­ 
clared that all persons bom or 
naturalized in the United States 
are citizens. 
It said no state “shall make or 
enforce 
any 
law 
which 
shall 
abridge the privileges or immun­ 
ities of citizens of the United 
States; nor shall any state de­ 
prive any person of life, liberty 
or property without due process 
of law; nor deny to any person 
within its jurisdiction the equal 
protection of the laws.”

a number of state legislatures in 
the South even though many of 
them couldn’t read or write. 
On the whole these govern­ 
ments, despite some good things 
done, were incompetent and cor­ 
rupt. After about a dozen years 
of this white Southerners moved 
back into control through violence 
intimidation, 
and political ma- 
hinery. 
Segregation 
began. 
By 
state 
law, for instance, in Louisiana. 
And in 1896 the Supreme Court 
ruled it was constitutional for 
states to segregate Negroes pro­ 
vided they got treatment equal to 
that given whites. 
Separate but equal meant, as R 
turned out, separate and unequal. 
The separate but equal doc­ 
trine—the law of the land—lasted 
58 years until on May 17, 1954, 
the Supreme Court reversed that 
1896 rilling and banned segrega­ 
tion in public schools. 
In the 58 years between the two 
decisions the Negroes were in no 
position to stage massive protests 
against segregation. If they had 
tried, federal troops could have 
been used against them to uphold 
the court’s ruling. 
Instead of direct action, they 
began as early as 1916 to seek 
t h r o u g h subsequent Supreme 
Courts to whittle away at the rul­ 
ing which kept them legally apart 
and, in effect, made them sec­ 
ond-class citizens. 
Then in the 1930s and the 1940s 
—through the National Association 
for the Advancement of Colored 
People — Negroes through law­ 
yers appealing to the Supreme 
Court sought to undo the ruling 
of 1896. 
They w’on case after case when 
the court responded by banning 
segregation in graduate schools, 
on interstate buses, and so on, un­ 
til the school decision came down 
in 1954. 
Rut that decision didn’t say how 
fast 
desegregation 
of 
public 
schools should proceed. On May 
31, 1955. the court gave its an­ 
swer: with “all deliberate speed.” 
What did that mean? 
Southern states interpreted it as 
meaning very slowly. It has been 
very slow’. The Negroes are im­ 
patient, so impatient that some 
of them now condemn the NAACP 
for being too slow by relying too 
much on legal efforts to hasten 
the process So some have resort­ 
ed to direct action.

In one of Paraguay’s many rev­ 
olutions. residents of Asuncion. 
the capital, fought at night and 
went to work as usual during the 
day. 


Paraguavans. living in the hack- 
wash of history, have learned to 
take revolutions in 
stride.

tween 1910 and 1912, the nation 
had seven presidents.

Paraguay never has recovered 
from two bitter, costly wars that 
devasted its economy and exhaust­ 
ed its people. 


The War of the Triple Alliance, 
which 
Paraguay fought single­ 
handed against Argentina, Brazil 
and Uruguay from 1864 to 1870, 
cost tile nation nine-tenths of the 
male population 


From 1932 to 1935, Paraguay 
fought against Bolivia over the 
Chaco Boreal — a wild, desolate 
scrubland often c a 11 e d a ’ green 
hell". The Chaco comprises more 
than half of Paraguay’s 157 000 
square miles. 


Somewhere along the road of 
the dead in the place where men 
become gods, among the skeletons 
of centuries and the rubble of 
lost civilizations, there may lie the 
key to the mystery of man’s ap­ 
pearance on this continent. 


The key, it is said in Indian 
lore, has been handed down from 
generation to generation in a book 
of dreams. 


Whether or not the W k of 
dream s exists is a m atter for 
conjecture. Yet. the Mexican gov­ 
ernment is willing to bet nearly 
$15 million that it—im- some other 
important clue to one of the 
world's great secrets—does exist. 
It has allotted the money for new’ 
excavations at the old archaeo­ 
logical site, San Juan Teothuacan. 


Nobody can be sure what the 
original name of the ancient city 
33 miles north of this capital was, 
or even of who built it or what 
language the builders spoke. 
/Archaeologists today know little 
more than did the Aztecs when 
they stumbled across the already 
long-dead 
metropolis 
sometime 
around 1325, while traveling to 
what is now Mexico City from 
their earlier home in the North. 


THE DESCENDANTS of these 
Aztecs toll the story’ as it has 
been told to them: 


San Juan Teotihuacan was the 
place where the original inhab­ 
itants of the area Ixiried their 
gods, so that they could turn 
into gods. Teotihuacan, 
in the 
Aztec tongue, means Place Where 
Men Become Gods. The San Juan 
was addtxi after the Spaniards 
came. 


The history’ of the founding of 
the city, so the story goes, was 
written down nearly 2.000 years 
ago in a ‘‘Book of Dreams.” But 
the book never has been found 
and. like just about everything 
else at San Juan Teotihuacan, 
its original name can only be 
guessed. 


Modem investigators calculated 
the city’s life span as from 510 
to 
907 A D. They scraped some 
of 
the vegetation off the Great 
Pyramids of the Sun. which has 
a 
base of 700 feet and a height 
of 
200 feet, and of The Moon, 
which is 492 feet wide and 137 
feet high. 


They discovered the Temple of 
Quetzalcoatl, with its monstrous 
stone faces portraying the Toltec 
(and 
later Mayan) God as a 
plumed serpent jutting from it. 
And they unearthed other temples 
along the pathway called the Road 
of the Dead because so many 


its side. 
They thought, until 1941, that 


Teotihuacan might be Tula, th® 


legendary lost city of the Toltecs. 


But that theory was ruined when 
archaeologists finally got around 


to looking at a town 50 miles 
northwest which was still called 


Tula. 


Today nobody knows just what 
Teotihuacan was, who lived there, 


where they came from or what 
soil of culture they had. lf these 
things could lx‘ ascertained, man 
would have another link in the 
chain to his past. 
For nearlv a year. the Mexican 
government has l>een trying to 
hammer that link into shape by 
excavations, studios and restora­ 
tions. Already more than a dozen 
‘‘new 
ruins have been uncov­ 
ered, 
including 
a 
bumod-down 
palace with impressively intricate 
bas reliefs of animals and birds, 
painted plaster couches and mur­ 
als inlaid with mica. 


IT’S BELIEVED that this was 
a dwelling place of the Indian 
courtesans. Because of the re­ 
peated motif of something that 
looks like a combination butterfly 
and quetzal (bird), this edifice 
near the Pyramid of the Moon 
has been called the Palace of 
Butterflies. 


It is being totally restored and 
diggers are jabbing their shovels 
into more and more of the hund­ 
reds of grass-covered mminds to 
Ix* found everywhere in the area. 
Pottery, idols and paintings are 
tum id up under the spades, and 
Uarlion 14 tests of several arti­ 
facts indicate that the city is 300 
years older than was supposed be­ 
fore and perhaps even dates back 
to the time of Christ. 


To make what is going on un­ 
derstandable to tourists, a new 
museum has replaced the old tin- 
roofed one on the grounds.

Dear Aim Landers: My young­ 
est brother is being married this 
fall to a girl who comes from a 
fine family.

Two advisers—one a lieutenant 
and the other a sergeant—were 
slain last Monday in widely sep­ 
arated parts of the Red-infested 
country. 
The lieutenant and two South 
Vietnamese

were 
sprayed with machine-gun bullets 
after a Communist grenade sent 
their Jeep careening into a tree. 
The sergeant was dropped by a 
Communist sniper while he was 
out with a South Vietnamese pa­ 
trol. 
According to Pentagon figures, 
38 American military men — 26 
Army and IO Air Force—have 
died as the result of what the de­ 
fense department calls “actions 
by hostile forces” in South Viet 
Nam since Jan. I, 1961. Another 
49 are listed as having died from 
noncombat causes. 
Officers who had served 
in 
South Viet Nam say many more 
Americans would have been slain 
if the Reds had been gunning for 
them. 
The officers note that American 
advisers often are in adion with 
Vietnamese units, that the bigger 
U.S. soldiers stand out clearly 
from the generally short and slim 
Vietnamsee and thus could be 
prime targets.

11111 may be the first big fin­ 
ancial problem that newlyweds 
face. Many go in debt trying to 
swing big mortgage payments. 
Some take a second mortgage to 
provide cash far a down payment. 
There are many advantages to 
renting a house, before one set­ 
tles down to ownership. S o m e 
people claim to have proved by

that it is cha per to rent a house 
than own one, even if you haven’t 
got a roof to call your own after 
15 or 20 years. When you have the 
roof, they point out, it usually 
weds to be replaced. 
Here are some pointer* to ob­ 
serve before strapping yourself 
completely in the beginning to 
mortgage payments and house up­ 
keep: 
I.—You can study the commu- 
nity if you rent, with no loss of in­

There is 
no perfect house, but you can get 
doser to your enchanted dream 
house if you know what you want, 
and take time to find it.

Outdoor Safety Proves 
Important To Oldsters

A vacation with r e l a t i v e s 
or friends can be a nightmare for 
older people. 
Instead of enjoying the outdoor 
life, they can be trapped in the 
house, because they fear going 
outdoors. 
Very tittle thought is given by 
young home owners to problems 
faced by other visitors who would 
walk or sit outdoors. 
And often older folk forget this 
aspect of home comfort when they 
buy a house. 
IiUmpy. rocky, slippery a r e a s 
can cause bad falls. Garden tools 
and children’s toys are hazards. 
There should be a good path 
to the road and to an outdoor sit­ 
ting place. Flagstone and brick 
walks are pretty but are they 
properly set, nor chipped or 
loose? 
Are steep steps leading into the 
house adjoined by an e a s i l y 
grasped railing? 
Is there a place outdoors where 
an older person can sit and enjoy 
the birds and flowers, and get 
adequate protection from the sun? 
Is it too close to flowers and bush­ 
es that attract bees and other in 
sects? 
Is there firm footing in th e 
area where a chaise lounge or 
chair is put? Grass should be 
close-cropped. Longer grass can 
camouflage small rocks, broken 
glass and slivers of wood that 
ran cause stumbling. Gravel is a 
clean, attractive path liner, and 
is often used in areas to create 
an outdoor terrace - like arrange­ 
ment. But older folk sometimes 
have difficulty walking in it 
They should not be encouraged 
to relax on wood decks, unless 
the floor boards have been laid 
close together, so that heels do 
not catch. 
A screened-in porch is a good 
answer for older people. Bugs are 
foiled, there is shelter from sud­ 
den showers, and if strong breezes 
whip up. escape may be made 
in good time. 
But older people do not like to 
feel they are encaged, much as 
they 
realize 
they 
can’t 
skip 
around. They want to be able to 
stretch their legs, without admit­ 


ting they have certain reserva­ 
tions about walking down a steep 
slope to a summer house or ter­ 
race. 
They are often drawn to a 
swimming pool to watch children 
cavort, or even to have a dip 
themselves, but the danger is in 
slippery surfaces around the pool. 
Nonslip mats are availaMe, but 
much outdoor furniture used in 
these areas is so light that if 
one sinks into it abruptly or rises 
suddenly, there is danger in tip­ 
ping. Much outdoor furniture is 
too low anyway for an older per­ 
son’* comfort. 
Many older folk would settle 
for a comfortable chair brought 
from indoors, although they hesi­ 
tate to ask for it. 
There should be arms on the 
chair they use outdoors, so they 
can grasp them when they arise 
balancing themselves to a v o i d 
slipping or falling.

Q. IVTia t is the best wa y to 
clea n mv electric to a ster? 
A. NevW put it into water! Use 
a damp cloth (not wet) to wipe 
It off. Use a mild abrasive to 
take off stains or butter, but be 
gentle about it. The heating ele­ 
ment cleans itself when y ou turn 
it on. A small paint brush, kept

Sandpaper 
these patched 
areas after they are completely 
dry , and tlren apply a coat of shel­ 
lac to them. The shellac will size 
the porous plaster and prevent 
its absorbing y our paint.

Food Shouldn't Be Forced On Child 


When you begin, however gen­ 
tly and slowly, to put new foods 
into the tiny infant's mouth, he 
may make grimaces and even 
eject this food 
from his mouth 
or close h i a 
lips against the 
spoon.

ter time to try 
again.

Ohio W ages Rise 
To Record Level 


COLUMBUS. Ohio (AP)-Pay- 
rolls reported by employers cov­ 
ered under the Ohio unemploy­ 
ment compensation law hit an all- 
time high in the fourth quarter 
of 1962, according to the Bureau! 
of Unemployment Compensation 
In its summary based on quart-; 
erly tax reports of some 102,000 
Ohio employers, the bureau says^ 
the fourth quarter wages and sal-1 
aries amounted to $3,455,000,000.' 
This was a 2.8 per cent increase 
from the last quarter of 1901. 
As of last December, covered 
employment numbered 2,389.607 
workers, three-tenths of one per

spite the population growth, it was 
shy of the all-time high of 2,602.- 
000 reached in 1956.
